Thank 3'ou for your responses to our prior records requests. Analysis of disclosed records from your 
and other agencies has initiated some new requests. 

Please provide the following public records pursuant to the California Public Records Act (the 
“Act”)^ and Article I of the California Constitution. If the recipient cannot address this request, 
please forward it to the appropriate official or staff member.

"1.2 Memo.pdf" - we are looking for all such similai* lecords. Note that if you are 
asserting attorney-client privilege to exempt records, we request you still provide any 
such communications that are not requesting or responding with attorney advice. 

b) every memo, email, or request sent to or from personnel of other public agencies (in¬ 
cluding Butte County, CAL OES, CAL FIRE, USES, and FEMA) requesting guidance 
regarding disclosure of records to any PRA request from forcalpra@gniail.com. Note 
that if you are asserting attorne}'-client privilege to exempt records, we request you still 
provide any such communications that are not requesting or responding with attorney 
advice.
